A nother notable contributor

The itory of the picture postcard, of course, also 
ii the'atoty of the devcIopqi»t of the yarioiia ptocesrea 
of ilfustriiicn. The first picture cards were srarcely 
things of beauty. Even whan thn »tb.ur,i,,t sada waa 
adorned by one of the early half-tooca the improve¬ 
ment over the old wood cut waa very little to boast 
aboat.- With the advent of the ihraecolor proctm, 
hosvever, a revolutron .in the productioo of picture 
postcards—and, of course, of the iHiiitrating busi- 
new generally—set ia. Then picture poalcai^ be¬ 
came aamething akin lo works of pictorini art. 

Within the laat IWcnly-five years, moreover, the 
ptchitc poalcard m photogtavure aad facsimile phign 
graph Kail becoAe so common aa to excite no special 
inlercat whatever. It hea been taken u a matter of 
course. Whether the development of hia origiaal idea 
waa of aay comfort lo Zrenner in his garret lodging 
in hit last daya. we probably shall never know. He 
hea gone to joio others svho went out of this world 
unnoticed, -but who made notable contributions to 
its progreu end pleasure.
